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AT THEIR EXPENSE. 

The people of this country have so long 
been accustomed to eat their meat and bread 
at the expense of the Southern and Western 
stock raisers and farmers that they have got 
to looking upon it as right. 

For many years previous to last year stock, 
wheat and corn were so low that cattle- 
men grew very little but healthy mortgages. 
The farmers of the West and the South 
found themselves so involved in losses by the 
ruinous state of the grain market that na- 
tional government relief or national bank- 
ruptey in turn seriously engaged their 
thoughts. The stock and farm interests were 
getting into a deplorable state. All this time 
the Western stockyards were buying cheap 
stock and giving the public the benefit in 
cheaper meats than they now get. In his 
rush for money with which to meet his debts, 
the American farmer hurried his cattle and 
his produce to market, taking his small divis- 
ion of the purchasing power at hand. 

The Spanish-American war, the foreign 
grain shortage in India and elsewhere and 
the terrible drouths in Australia produced a 
shortage in the world’s supply of produce 
and meat last year. This created a better 
demand for American stuffs, and, while the 
fact entailed distress upon the countries 
where the shortage occurred, it was the sal- 
vation of the American producer. Prices of 
grain and stock steadily and persistently ad- 
vanced until the present high mark has been 
reached. The higher price for grain during 
the last two seasons has enabled the wheat 
and corn farmer to realize a sufficient sum 
to stay his wreck, and to sustain him even 
against the farm losses inflicted upon him 
by the recent severe winter. The stock grow- 
er has also retrieved much of his past loss, 
through the better demand and the higher 
price for his herds. 

The increased demand consequent upon the 
general revival of trade and the monetary 
fact that somebody has loosened the purse 
strings so as to enlarge the volume of the 
purchasing medium have brought about a bet- 
ter state of affairs for the Southern and 
Western stockmen generally. The general re- 
sult is higher prices all around. The public, 
as we have said, have been eating at the ex- 
pense of the producer, and doing it so long 
that they consider it an American privilege 
which no conditions of trade have a right to 
abrogate. 

No people should ask that one section of 
the populace should be pauperized for the 
conveniencee of another section; and no class 
of a nation should consent to acquire easier 
conditions of life at the expense of harder 
ones for another class of the population. This 
works both ways, and should be true in every 
sense. Those who have profited through the 
years at the expense of our grain ‘and cattle 
farmers should thank their star of lucky for- 
tune, and not hold up the hand of holy horror 
when eternal fate evens up things after the 
years of trial, loss and penance of the farm- 
ers, by creating for them a market condition 

which enables them to make a living and 
some margin of profit. 


The National Provisioner believes in that 
inexorable law of things which finally ad- 
justs trade and ‘the affairs of man equitably 
to each other. There are periods and agencies 
of temporary duress. But the ukase of trade 
and finance will ultimately adjust products 
and money to each other by the unfailing law 
of supply and demand. 

We are glad that the American stock and 
grain farmers are getting better prices for 
their products, for they needed them badly. 
We are gratified that such large interior in- 
terests covering so vast an area of our land 
are thus financially strengthened. We hope 
to see in the near future the burden-bent 
limbs of every industrial cripple in our coun- 
try relieved of its strain, and its members 
straightened so that each industry and each 
commercial body shall be rejuvenated, strong 
and vigorous to participate in that certain 
prosperity of our people which the commer- 
cial revival and present trade _ activity 
throughout the world tell us is coming. 


FIGURES THAT DO NOT LIE. 


Those not so well posted claim that there 
is no cattle shortage. On this assertion is 
based the accusation of trust methods. Let 
us examine the official figures a bit and see. 

Those who handle figures often get con- 
fused by generalities. Quantities must be 
disintegrated and analyzed to find their true 
effect and true meaning. In 1892, for in- 
stance, we had, according to Government fig- 
ures, 16,424,000 milch cows, and .37,651,000 
beef and other cattle, making a total of 54,- 
075,000. In 1899 the same source of in- 
formation gives our cattle census as 15,960,- 
OO) milch cows, and 27,994,000 beef and other 
cattle, or 43,954,000 in all; a deficiency of 
over 10,000,000. But of this nearly 10,000,- 
OOO were of beef and market cattle. Texas 
lost 2,500,000 of these. The two States 
which felt no loss and the only two, were 
Kansas and California. Kansas has made a 
net gain of 300,000 head. Our population 
and the demand are greater now. The ranges 
of the leading States show that the follow- 
ing number of cattle are at present grazing 
on them: Texas, about 7,500,000; New Mex- 
ico $1,000,000, Arizona 1,000,000, Colorado 
1,500,000. That is a much smaller number 
than were there last year, and give some 
indication of the general state of the grazing 
areas. The other 16,000,000 are distributed 
mainly throughout the middle and Northwest, 
where the food and winter conditions have 
been severest. 

We will leave milch cows out of the cal 
culation as. they only affect the butter and 
cheese markets. The price of beef depends 
upon the number of beef cattle available for 
slaughter, the relative number of people to 
eat the meat and create the demand for it, 
and the financial state of the country’s trade. 
These who say that there is not an actual 
shortage of beef cattle may have some in- 
genius way of disposing of the Federal re- 
turns and of explaining away the tabulated 
information of the United States Govern- 
ment. We give below the Government's 
census of our cattle other than milch cows 
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for the years from 1890 to 1899, inclusive, 
and a comparative table, showing the: per- 
centage of beef cattle to population:

The heavier English demand has driven

Every statistician covering the same ground 
from authentic sources reaches the same con- 
clusion of shortage of beef stock. How 
any one can figure otherwise is beyond our 
conception. The fact that a given market 
temporarily gets a bigger run of cattle for 
a particular week is no evidence of a genera! 
condition of plenty. While Kansas City 
feels no shortage, Chicago and other cities 
do, and vice versa. The cattle are not in 
the country. So they cannot be got and 
killed.

Kansas has gained 300,000 head of 


losses in Texas and in the Northwest have 
been alarming. Overy well informed stock- 
man knows this. 

Packers are scouring the country for good 
eattle. They are hard to get. The great 
bulk of the beefers on the ranges now would 
yield such beef as the fashionable butcher 
would not sell, and such as his best customers 
would not buy. The result is that those 
who have a good trade to serve are search- 
ing the ranches and the yards for good steers 
at almost any price. Beef which is bought 
at $3.50 on the hoof, wholesaled at 6% cents 
to the butcher in New York this week, is not 
as dear to the marketman or his customer as 
beef from, possibly, the same ranch which 
fetched 6.50 live weight and was wholesaled 
to the butcher at 9% cents per pound, These 
grades of meat are sold in New York. The 


poorer cattle are not in demand. ‘The woods 
are fuller of them than of the prime handfed 
steers which make the superb meats that 
emanate from our best packingheuses. 
There is no better or more conservative 
estimate of cur cattle shortage than that 
furnished by the Bureau of Animal Industry. 
The shortage seen m this department's fig- 
ures is confirmed by the National Live Stock 
Association and by our own independent re- 


searches into ranch conditions. 


THE INVENTOR AND HIS 
HOBBY. 


Every day brings near pretended svlutions 
of the important problem of safe and eco- 
nomic storage aud transportation of perish- 
able goods. The inventive genius of the na- 
tion has been stirred up by the urgent de- 
mands of a rich country, which heretofore 
had to see millions and millions wasted of its 
natural wealth on account of deficient meth- 
ods of storage and transportation. The in- 
ventor, of course, always believes in the su- 
periority of his genius, but it is the schemer 
and the promoter who turus his head by pre- 
tensions of enormous gains, and in most cases 
ruins all reasonable chances, As stated in 
our issue of Aug. 19, the laboratory depart-

OUR HUNGRY EATERS. 

The people of New York City, Brooklyn 
and Jersey City are, probably, the greatest 
meat eaters in the world, when taken head 
for head of population, and they pay, pound 
for pound, more for it retail than do the in- 
habitants of any other city. This, of course, 
is made necessary somewhat by higher rents, 
and many other expensive items which are 
dearer incidentals in the daily life of the na 
tives of Gotham and her neighbors. 

New York City, Brooklyn and 
consume 6,000,000 pounds of beef per week, 
or 312,000,000 pounds of bovine flesh annual- 


Jersey City 


ly. The great bulk of this comes refrige- 
rated from the Western points. The same 
people eat about 1,800,000 pounds of mutton 
and lamb per week or, approximately, 93,000,- 
000 pounds per year, if the quantities are to 
be estimated upon their last year’s appetites 
and their sheep diet to date, even at the 
higher prices of this product. Of this total, 
about 1,000,000 pounds per week or 52,000,- 
000 pounds per year is Western refrig- 
erated mutton. The balance was slaught- 
ered in the three cities, there being consumed 
for this purpose nearly 800,000 sheep and 
lambs during the twelve months. ‘The na- 
tion’s metropolis and the contiguous munici- 
pal area eat every seven days about 3,000,000 
pounds of pork and hog products—fresh pork, 
hams, bacon, ete. Fully three-fourths of 
this comes from the West and middle West, 
though much of it is cured in the 
plants, 


eastern 
The hog thus contributes 156,000,- 
000 pounds of meat annually for the Greater 
New York and Jersey City daily diet. Of 
this amount about 1,000,000 pounds per week, 


or 52,000,000 pounds per year, is fresh swine 
flesh, 

The population of the municipal territory 
under consideration consume, annually, about 
161,000,000 pounds of domestic animal flesh, 
about 11,000,000 pounds per week, and over 
1,500,000 pounds daily. To this must be 
added poultry, game, fish and imported sau- 
sages to realize the full and enormous food 
bill of the great hungry metropolis. The 
consumption of domestic stuffs alone—out- 
side of fish, poultry and game—amounts to 
fully % of a pound per head of the popula- 
tion per day for man, woman and child, rich 
and poor. It amounts to slightly over 34 of 
a pound per adult head of all classes daily. 
These figures are calculated on reasonably 
sufe data, and are virtually correct. 

The strong, healthy, vigorous, robust sys 
tems of the people in the area treated, speak- 
ing generally and comparatively, are a direct 
result of the ample food eaten by them, This 
result is also attributable to the excellent 
quality of American meat products. 





SAUSAGES FIND A MARKET IN 
GERMANY. 


German firms of very high standing seek 
aun increase in trade from the United States 
because they evidently find a very good mar- 
ket for American products in the Father- 
land. One of the largest German firms, A. 
L. Mohr Actiengesellschaft, in Altona-Balr- 
enfeld, near Hamburg, Germany, addressed 
on the 17th of August, a letter to the “Mag- 
istracy of New York, U. S. America,” which 
is not only interesting for its contents, but 
also typical of the ingenuity with which our 
German friends endeavor to receive business 
information. The Mayor of the City of New 
York being absent, the letier was received by 
the Acting Mayor, the Hon. Raudolph Gug- 
genheimer, the president of the Council, who 
is renown d both for his business sagacity and 
for hjs courtesy. The National Provisioner 
was selected by him as the best medium to 
help the German firm to secure connections 
in the trade which it could not otherwise get. 
We take pleasure in publishing part of this 
letter, leaving out only such sentences as are 
of an intimate business character. The let- 
ter reads: 

“Gentlemen:—We beg to inform you that 
we intend to import from the United States 
large quantities of sausages of all kinds 
Cervelat sausages, farmer sausages, tongue 
sausages, liver sausages, etc.; further, picnic 
hams, after hams and clear loins polled and 
tied up in casings which are manufactured 
according to the German taste and style; 
and that we intend to receive these sausages 
in regular weekly shipments. 

“We respectfully beg to ask you to do us 
the favor to induce a good firm of the sau 
sage branch to make us their offers, stating 
prices and quantities they are able to ship 
every week, and, if possible, accompanied by 
small samples. 

“We further beg to mention that during the 
last six months large quantities of sausages 
have been imported from the United States 
to Hamburg. These sausages were of good 
quality, and arrived in good condition, but 
we intend to enter into direct relation with 
the first-hand firms of the branch and should 
feel very much obliged to your goodselves if 
you would be kind enough to give us such 
addresses.

we remain, gentlemen, yours, etc.” 

It is very gratifying to notice that the 
American products are so well appreciated 
and sought for in the Fatherland, though its 
Government maintains a discouraging posi- 
tion and the Agrarians certainly leave no 
stone unturned to prevent the importation of 
American goods. Always anxious to do its 
share in promoting the commercial interests 
of the United States, The National Provis- 
ioner has communicated with the German 
firm, thereby also complying with the ex- 
pressed request of the Acting Mayor of the 
American Eastern metropolis,

ABSENCE OF SPURTY FEATURES.— 
SELLING OF SEPTEMBER LONGS 
AND PACKERS THE BUYERS—IN- 
TEREST IN JANUARY OFFERINGS 
INCREASING—LIGHT CHANGES IN 
PRICES—CASH DEMANDS FOR 
LARD IMPROVING, WHILE MEATS 
CONTINUE SELLING WELL. 


The market this week has lacked snap. It 
has been affected somewhat by the instability 
of grain values, and which have favored, 
slightly, buyers. There has been on the part 
of speculators in hog products more of a dis- 
position to quit their September holdings, par- 
ticularly when there was ability to do that 
and make small profits. With small profits, 
if any, speculators feel that it is better to get 
out of the early deliveries, and to take their 
chances on the January option. There has 
been more or less shifting of the September 
contracts to January, while it may be said 
that the long interest on the later option has 
substantially increased this week, although 
it cannot be considered at all liberal as yet, 
while it represents rather consideration in 
importance more by comparison with the gen- 
eral moderate long interest of outsiders for 
some time. Any spilling out of September 
stuff has not fazed the packers. The disposi- 
tion on the part of the packing interest has 
been to take up these offerings promptly, while 
they have not especially tried to shake up 
the rceeent steady line of prices, and where 
concessions have been obtained occasionally 
they have been of very small degree, while the 
entire market may be considered as having 
been fairly well supported through the week. 
It is somewhat surprising, however, that more 
animated conditions are not prevailing even 
now. Unquestionably there is some im- 
provement of demands for lard for the week 
at the Western markets, more particularly on 
Continental account, but in consideration of 
the recent protracted indifference of thé ship- 
pers a freer movement on their account was 
expected at this time. There is little doubt 
but that improving conditions are among the 
probabilities for the near future, 
tame affairs seem to be just now. It is pos- 
sible that a few days after the turn of the 
month may show healthier symptoms, or when 
the September liquidation is over and clearer 
ideas are had of deliveries and stocks at the 
West. There is nothing disturbing from the 
hog supplies. Indeed, the receipts of swine 
latterly have not only been of smaller volume, 
but of poorer quality, and the packers are 
not greatly exercised over their prices, par- 
ticularly as they are compelled to take them 
promptly by reason of the steady enormous 
consumption of meats. Moreover, as the 
month of September rarely shows supplies of 
swine to induce packers to hold the products 
down for the effeet upon the markets for hogs 
it is quite likely that as cash demands de- 
velop for the products so the market prices 
for them will drift. Cooler weather will ma- 
terially augment the already liberal home dis- 
tributions for meats, and the month of Sep-

tember is likely to show a highly satisfactory 
home distriubtion for meats whatever the con- 
ditions of export trading. If it was possible to 
get a little more strength to the products of a 
permanent order through cash demands the 
speculative interest would be aroused, as in 
all directions the hog products are considered 
cheap. There is no question but that Europe 
wants both meats and lard freely, but that it 
feels that it can delay buying without much 
probability of the market going in the near 
future strongly against them, while that it 
may have an advantage through the effect of 
the reports of a large corn crop. It is this big 
prospective corn crop, the direct and indirect 
influences from it, that probably more than 
anything else checks shippers from a very 
liberal handling of the heg products and pro- 
vokes the disposition among them to hold off 
at least a few days longer for any effect, sen- 
timental or otherwise, upon the entire situa- 
tion. The traders in this country, however, 
believe that the limit of effect from the corn 
crop has been had, while that it has been 
sympathetic only with the grain market, since 
it was not likely to urge a more liberal mar- 
keting of hogs, while a permanent influence 
from it would, of course, be a matter for 
consideration only some months hence. But 
so long as the export business all around is 
unsatisfactory, however good it may be in spe- 
cial cuts of meats and slightly improved per- 
haps for the week, it is not likely that affairs 
will be straightened out at once to an ad- 
vyancing tendency, although the probabilities 
are that there will be at least a fair degree of 
steadiness at around current figures. If the 
present prices of beef are to be maintained, 
and which seems probable, from its brisk con- 
sumption, the consumption of hog products 
not only here but in Europe ought to be ma- 
terially quickened, while the calculations in a 
general way are that through the fall months 
an even brisker trading with the consumers 
in this country is probable in hog meats, and 
that Europe will look about much mote sharp- 
ly for supplies. Whatever increased business 
has been done this week fur export has been 
general, and has shown the desire to. get sup- 
plies in a conservative way and to protect 
some actual need, if there is a halting over 
large buying. England has been least inter- 
ested, and particularly so as concerns lard, 
although it has taken fair amounts of special 
euts of meats. The German markets have 
been the best buyers, while the feature has 
been that most of the shipments represented 
the closing out of buying orders, and less than 
usual consignments. The Southern demands 
for general products have been very good for 
the week, while the steady opening up of 
wotk over the South in gathering the cotton 
erop makes demands larger daily. By the 
latter part of September, with the active sea- 
son reached all over the South, demands for 
meats thence are likely to still further en- 
large. There are growing demands for the 
cotton oil-stearine compounds, after the late 
lull of a few weeks, and which followed a 
period of unprecedented activity, and they are 
reflected in the increasing inquiries for the 
products themselves, while the refiners are 
also paying a little more money for lard. 

In New York there is a gradual recovering 
tone over export buying, with the interest 
rather widening over steam and refined lard, 
respectively on United Kingdom and Conti- 
nental account, and a steadily supported line 
of prices; there is also more doing in city 
lard for England, and a freer business in bel- 





lies with England and the Continent, while 
the inquiries for bellies, hams and shoulders 
are more general from near surces of con- 
sumption and their prices, with the cost of 
hogs, well supported. The demands from con- 
sumers hereabouts for hams are especially 
lively, while the season is close at hand when 
the fresh meat trade will show a material en- 
largement as well. The Cuban demands are 
rather livelier, but not as yet up to expecta- 
tions. 

Beef hams are a little more liberally dealt 
in, but they continue somewhat unsettled in 
price; car lots quoted at $26.50@27.00. 

BEEF .—The English markets are steady 
buyers of city extra India mess at a firm 
price, while barreled lots are more freely 
taken; city extra India mess, tierces, quoted 
at $14.50@15.00; barreled mess at $9.00@9.50, 
packet at $9.25@9.75, family at $9.50@10.50. 

Canned meats are in fairly active demand. 
1-Tb. cans, $1.15; 2-Tb. cans, $2.10; 4.-T. cans,

Oleomargarine’s Rapid Strides. 


The fiscal year, beginning July 1, opened 
most encouragingly for the oleomargarine 
trade, the same as the year closing June 30, 
went out as a record-breaker. “Farm, Field 
and Fireside,” in a recent issue, presented the 
following interesting interview: 

For the year ended June 30, 1899, the four- 
teen factories of the United States made a to- 
tal of 87,800,000 pounds of oleomargarine, 
compared with 57,516,136 pounds the year 
previous and 45,531,207 pounds the year end- 
ing June 30, 1897. 

The internal revenue office records show 
that the new year promises, if nothing occurs 
to check it, to eclipse the year just closed as 
greatly as the output of the past year ex- 
ceeded the make of 1897-8. At such rate 
the butter business of the country will be de- 
moralized as it never was demoralized before. 

During July just passed the Chicago oleo- 
margarine factories turned out 50,158 50- 
pound tubs of oleomargarine, against 29,057 
tubs in July of 1898 and 13,000 tubs the cor- 
responding month of 1897. 

Last month there were issued from the Chi- 
eago internal revenue office 847 retail licenses 
to sell oleomargarine. A year ago there were 
479 licenses issued in July and two years ago 
123. 

The make of oleomargarine for this coun- 
try as far back as the government has records 
expressed in pounds is as follows:

Live Stock in Hoosier State. 


The returns made to the Indiana Bureau of 
Statistics on the live stock of the Hoosier 
State, from all the townships, for the year 
ending July 1, show the following interesting 
facts: 

The number of cattle, other than cows, re 
ported in 1888, was 587,832, and in 1899, 
665,478. This year shows a falling off in the 
number of hogs over three months old, as in 
1898, 1,887,384, were reported and for 1899, 
1,761,476 only. The hogs dying during the 
year 1898 were 372,868 and in 1899, 553,980. 
The pigs under three months old for 1898 
number 1,429,487, and in 1899, 1,186,579. 

The reports for this year show that the 
number of sheep in the State is increasing 
very considerably. The number reported in 
1898 to the Bureau of Statistics was 747,878 
and for 1899, 861,024. The lambs reported in 
1898 were 507,861, and 1899, 459,097. The 
number of pounds of wool clipped in 1898 was 
4,030,284, and in 1899, 4,631,477. The sheep 
killed by dogs in 1898 numbered 21,164, and 
in 1899, 15,727. The sheep dying in 1898 
numbered 52,588, and in 1899, 55,284. The 
Bureau of Statistics for the first time has 
obtained the number of sheep affected by 
scab this year. The number so affected and 
reported is, 9,719. The largest number being 
so affected, is reported from Sullivan county, 
being 842, while Montgomery reports 798. 
Eight counties report that they have no sheep 
at all affected with scab.

“Opinion is yet divided on the question of 
forming a separate association. Some of the 
trade are in favor of joining the Fruit and 
Produce Trade Association in a body, while 
others prefer a distinct organization on the 
ground that they will then be in a position to 
enforce any regulations they may make bet- 
ter than if tied up with other interests. 

This matter was discussed at some length, 
but was secondary to that of the inquiry into 
the workings of the credit department of the 
Produce Trade Association. This department 
is in thorough working order under Mr. Hart- 
man’s management, and the committee was 
apparently well satisfied that something on 
similar lines would answer the purposes of the 
poultry trade. 

“There will be another meeting early next 
week, when the organization committee will 
report progress.” 


Commodious Cold Storage Chambers. 

The Arctic Freezing Company, Messrs. 
Bootman & Robinson, 119, 120, and 121 
West street, New York, is doing a very grat- 
ifying business. They have in storage now a 
large quantity of Bartlett pears and vege- 
tables, this being the season for these com- 
modities. After the Bartlett pears, other 
seasonable fruits and vegetables are out of 
the way, the Arctic Company’s chambers will 
be utilized for the later winter pears and ap- 
ples as the season arrives. Game, poultry 
and venison will also come in. 

The Arctic Company occupies three build- 
ings, has five floors and accommodations for 
about eighty carloads of stuff. It has two 
40-ton refrigerating machines and its system 
of refrigerating is the brine circulating sys- 
tem. The fact of the low  tempera- 
ture of the brine maintained in the Arctic 
Company's establishment made it possible re- 
cently for that company to so quickly and sat- 
isfactorily freeze the poultry consigned to Ad- 
miral Dewey at Manila. The superior 
service that this company always gives ex- 
plains why their cold storage chambers are 
generally well filled. They are pleasant; cour- 
teous people and good business men.

Oleomargarine in Maryland. 

It is reported that the wholesale butter 
dealers of Maryland will endeavor to enlist 
the farmers in a combined effort, to sup- 
press or curtail the traffic in oleomargarine. 
In showing to what extent this product is 
displacing butter, it is pointed out by in- 
terested parties “that while in 1888 only 21,- 
313,577 pounds of butterine passed into the 
hands of consumers, the sales last year 
reached 87,800,000 pounds—a quantity which 
equals the annual product in butter of 430,- 
000 cows, worth not less than $12,927,000, 
estimating the price of cows at $30 a head.” 
A fact which is lost sight of, however, is 
that the beef cow is more valuable to the 
farmer because she furnishes the fat from 
which the wholesale product of oleomargarine 
is made.

CATYLE.—In round numbers there were 
248,000 cattle arrived on this market for the 
month of August, being an increase of 42,000 
over the July record and showing a small 
gain over August of last year. While the 
supply has been a large one the demand for 
beef cattle has been of an exceptionally good 
character and the great bulk of them have 
met ready outlet at the best August prices 
realized in a number of years. There was 
a specially notable appreciation in values 
for all classes of native beef cattle, the gen- 
eral advance amounting to 40@60 cents, which 
has been fairly held for fully fat steers of 
quality to sell around and over $5.75. But 
the coming forward of liberal supplies from 
the Western range caused a reaction from 
advancing prices on common to good natives 
that had been selling at $5.00 to $5.75, and 
since middle of the month prices on such have 
settled back 25 to 30 cents. The range sea- 
son was about a month late in getting started, 
but those cattle are now coming freely, are 
pretty decent killers and will afford sharp 
and dangerous competition for anything aside 
from good quality, well finished natives as 
long as they continue coming; so, while there 
is little doubt of a continuation of present 
excellent prices for the best natives, the 
chances rather favor easier values for all 
such natives as must compete with rangers 
in the dressed beef trade. The top cattle 
here this week sold at $6.10, but bulk of 
native steers have sold between $5.00 and 
$5.80 and are unevenly 10 to 20 cents lower 
for the week; top rangers $5.15, bulk of range 
steers $4.40 to $4.90 and the local killers will 
take the $4.75 to $4.90 rangers in preference 
to natives of same weight at $5.25 to $5.50. 

Eastern shipping and export operations 
have been very good, but the stocker and 
feeder trade has not been of large volume, 
hence the total shipment of cattle out of this 
market does not show up quite as well as for 
August last year, the round total being 78,000 
against 82,260 for same month last year. 

Prices for stock cattle have dwindled to 
the lowest basis of the year, and there is 
net much life to the trade. Demand, such 
as there is, is mostly for good quality and 
the common kinds are hard to move out at 
any price. Dry weather in many feeding 
sections is hurting the demand and will have 
a tendency to increase supplies unless there 
is a big geheral rain soon. Choice selections 
ot feeders can be bought around $4.70, fair

The market for native butchers’ stock was 
at about high notch of the summer at the 
beginning of the month, but with the com- 
ing on of grass cattle from the ranges and 
quite liberal supplies of natives middle days 
of the month brought a turn that has re- 
sulted in a sweeping decline of 50 to 75 
cents per cwt., putting the price basis at low 
point of the summer and the trade now ruling 
rather slow with uncertain outlook, canners 
and thin to half-fat heifers being the poorest 
sellers and they will not likely show any early 
improvement. 

HOGS.—The August marketing of hogs at 
the Chicago yards was 540,000, about 115,000 
short of the July record, and 37,000 under fig- 
ures for August, 1898. Total arrived for 
the year to date is 5,448,000, practically the 
same as for corresponding eight months of 
the previous year. Of total arrived for the 
month Eastern shippers are credited with tak- 
ing 134,000, showing a small falling off com- 
pared with July and the same month last 
year. 

The market has ruled unsatisfactory to the 
selling interest, though there has been no 
great variation in prices, the principal fluctua- 
tion having been shown in the styles of hogs 
known as “packing grades.” Quality of of- 
ferings has been of the regulation August 
character, largely made up of grass and stub- 
ble-field hogs that are undesirable killers and, 
as usual at this season, the range of prices 
has been wide, a condition that is not the 
fault of the market, but is solely due to wide 
range of quality of hogs coming. 

The current week has been a fair sample 
of trade for the entire month. Offerings 
of prime quality, light and handy weight, 
have met ready demand to the fresh meat, 
shipper and bacon trade, but, aside from 
these, it has been an uneven and largely a 
peddling trade, packers persistently claiming 
that hogs are too high, but usually going 
along and taking the supplies at prices rang- 
ing from 20 to 50 cents, under shipper and 
buteher prices, according to quality of the 
offerings. 

During the week prime light bacons have 
sold largely at $4.7544.85, with a few at 
$4.90, butcher and shipper shapes to weigh 
200 to around 230 pounds $4.70 to $4.80, 
prime fat-back heavy $4.55@4.65, and the 
packing grades ranging all the way from 
$4.1544.50 for load lots with heavy pack- 
ing sows about hardest to sell of anything; 
bulk of the week’s supply has sold between 
$4.30@4.65. Little pigs are beginning to 
come and have to be peddled out at $3.50 
@A.00. 

There is nothing in the outlook pointing 
to am early settlement to a narrower range 
of prices; the condition is one that arises 


every fall and will last at least until cold 
weather, unless unusual causes arise to 
change conditions. 

SHEEP.—The arrival of 340,000 sheep and 
lambs during the month of August is about 
all the statement needed to explain the de- 
pressed condition of trade for the past two 
weeks. The number is more than 100,000 
larger than July figures, and is 40,000 above 
the record for August last year. This enor- 
mous run has been composed largely of lambs, 
mostly rangers, and, of course, it has been 
upon these that the severest depression has 
been felt. Sheep are 25 to 50 cents lower 
than at the beginning of the month, while 
lambs are anywhere from 60 cents to $1.25 
lower, prime fat lambs are worth from $5.50 
to $6.00, good $5.00 to $5.50, feeder grades 
$4.50 to $4.75, and there are thousands of 
common lambs coming that are a drug at 
prices ranging from $3.25 to $4.00. Choice 
fat muttons are selling around $4.00, a few 
bunches of Westerns $4.25, and odd lots of 
fancy natives up to $4.50, but bulk of all 
sheep are selling between $3.40 and $3.50 
with the feeder grades at $3.60 to $6.75. 





Chicago Live Stock Notes. 

The hogs received last week averaged 244 
Ibs., against 241 Ibs. the preceding week, 236 
Ibs. a month ago, 249 IDs. a year ago, and 
253 IDs. two years ago. 

Combined receipts of hogs at eleven mar- 
kets last week, 357,000, against 337,300 the 
previous week, 353,500 a year ago, and 327,- 
OOO two years ago. 

Shipments last week were: Cattle, 19,776; 
hogs, 28,414; 9,329 sheep; against 19,451 cat- 
tle, 29,601 hogs, 11,081 sheep the previous 
week; 21,997 cattle, 33,303 hogs, 5,211 sheep 
the slincigdiias week of 1898; 18,883 cattle, 
45,855 hogs, 22,205 sheep the corresponding 
week of 1897. 

Receipts of live stock at Chicago last week 
were: Cattle, 54,954; hogs, 130,829; sheep, 
74,601; against 62,334 cattle, 112,618 hogs, 
93,426 sheep the previous week; 58,816 cat- 
tle, 120,059 hogs, 65,752 sheep the corre- 
sponding: week of 1898; 59,679 cattle, 148,- 
504 hogs, 79,971 sheep the corresponding 
week of 1897. 

While receipts of grass Western and 
straight Texas cattle increased 2,000 head 
last week, compared with a year ago, the 
number of native “beef cattle” decreased 
5,500. Best grades of native closed fully as 
high as a week ago, while other natives and 
range cattle closed 10@20c. lower than a 
week ago. 

Last week the four leading markets re- 
ceived 16,000 more cattle than for the cor- 
responding week last year. Kansas City in- 
creased 13,600, Omaha 5,000 and St. Louis 
1,200, while Chicago decreased 3,800. Re- 
ceipts of hogs at Chicago increased 10,700, 
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while Omaha decreased 10,000 and Kansas 
City decreased 1,600, compared with a year 
ago. 

The season for grass Western range cattle 
is about three weeks behind ordinary sea- 
sons this year, consequentiy only 17,100 head 
have beew received since the opening of the 
season, against 28,500 a year ago, 30,000 two 
years ago, 75,000 three years ago, and 110,- 
OO in 1895. Dealers expect the smallest 
receipts in the history of the trade for the 
entire season.

The most inviting part of the 
market is short rib sides. Stocks are ex- 
pected to show a decrease of 8,000,000 TDs.

The South is said to be 
bare of supplies, and to have bought liberal- 
ly. Packers have been taking big lots at 


September prices, sorting them and using 
them for their distributing trade. Aside from 
this feature, the market has been largely a 
changing one, September longs either liquidat- 
ing or changing to October. There has been 
enough pressure most of the time to hold 
values within narrow limits. Interest in lard 
continues to lag. Refiners are buying a lit- 
tle more freely, and leaf lard, neutral and oleo 
oil have adv: anced so that they are relatively 
higher than lard, and tallow is selling at the 
same figures as lard. Shipments of lard last 
week were quite moderate, 7,417,899 IDs. 
against 13,303,505 IDs. the corresponding 
week last ye ar. Shipments of meats last 
week were 18,459,000 Ibs. against 20,744,000 
Ibs. the same week a year ago. Hogs are 
still too high for the packer to get out even, 
but it is expected that the usual good trade 
of September and October will help things 
out considerably.

Armour 
and Swift, who have been taking the bulk of 
the hog receipts, use their own neutral and 
oleo in their own butterine factories. The 
outside butterine makers have to rely on the 
other factories, which have been buying com- 
paratively few hogs, and have consequently 
comparatively small supplies. 

The present stock of short ribs, accetitak 
to Roloson’s statement, is 36,000,000 Ibs., a 
decrease for the week of 4,500,000 Ibs., and 
a decrease for the month of almost 9,000,000 
Ibs. According to the same estimate, the 
stock of lard is down to 215,000 tierces, a 
decrease for the month of 6,000 tierces, and 
the stock of pork to 118,000 barrels, a de- 
crease for the month of 4,300 barrels. The 
stock of ribs now is down to about where it 
Was a year ago, with the stock of lard 30,000 
tierces larger and the stock of pork 24,000 
barrels larger.

Rapid Process of Tanning. 


A process has recently been patented for 
rapid tanning. It is characterized by a pre- 
paratory treatment of the hides after liming 
with artificially acidified tanning lyes of grad- 
ually increasing strength, and subsequently 
treating the hides in a rotatory vessel under 
the, combined action of acidified tanning ex- 
tracts or solutions of suitable strength, and of 
alternately compressed and rarefied air. The 
acidifying of the liquors may be carried out 
by the addition of organic acids as oxalic, 
tartarie, etc.

S. & CO., MONTEREY, CAL.—The value 
of a soapmaking material is best ascertained 
by saponifying a weighed quantity (say 5 to 
10 grams) with soda, dissolving the resultant 
soap in water, decomposing it with a mineral 
acid and then washing, drying, weighing and 
examining the resultant fatty acids. 

WOOL PULLER.—Wool contains a varia- 
ble amount of fat, the mean quantity being 
about 25 per cent. It can be extracted by the 
old washing method, which yields a product 
containing about 35 per cent. of saponifiable 
fatty by means of readily volatile 
solvents, which furnish a product with about 
12 per cent. saponifiable fatty acids. The 
fat obtained by solvents is of an inferior 
quality, and contains considerable quantities 
of resin-like substances. 

WALTER 8. OLMSTED.—1. Acidless tal- 
low oil is not absolutely free of acid nor is it 
even claimed to be. But when acidless tallow 
oil is sold in trade it is generally understood 
as tallow oil which contains not more than 
half of 1 per cent. of free fatty acids. Gen- 
erally acidless tallow oil contains in the 
neighborhood of two-tenths of 1 per cent. It 
ordinarily would not be called acidless tallow 
oil or accepted if it contained more than one- 
half of 1 per cent. of free fatty acids.

Fitting Up Troopships. 

The army transports Logan, Meade and 
Thomas, formerly the Manitoba, Berlin and 
Minnewaska, of the Atlantic Transport Com- 
pany, are being remodeled and refitted for 
Philippine service at a combined cost of $715,- 
000. They will be model troopships and will 
surpass, it is said even the Grant, Sherman 
and Sheridan, which sailed from Brooklyn for 
Manila last winter. The work to be done on 
each is practically identical. 

There will be about 700 tires of bunks for 
the men on the two decks below the main deck 
of each ship, leaving ample room for a large 
and improved refrigerating plant for preserv- 
ing fresh meat and stores. 

In the kitchen will be a neat chopping ma- 
chine operated by electricity, with a capacity 
of 500 pounds per hour, steam cooking ap- 
paratus, a distilling apparatus, cold storage 
room, with butcher shop adjoining, and dough- 
mixing and coffee-grinding machinery, 
erated by electric motors. The work on the 
three ships is to be completed by November 1 
next, when they will carry some of the new 
volunteer regiments to the Philippines.

CATTLE.—It looked on the first three days 
of the last week as if the Kansas City had 
started out determined to break all former 
records, and as far as these three days are 
concerned, did so, but the receipts eased off 
toward the close of the week. The receipts, 
however, the first three days were enough 
to enable the purchasers of cattle to take the 
comfortable sum of 15c. to 20c. per 100 Ibs. 
off of valuation. Toward the close any beef 
cattle of any decent shape came back to their 
nominal value, so that taken as a whole, in 
beef cattle at least, the fluctuation of the 
market ended in Monday's prices again be- 
coming prevalent at the close of the week.

Of cheese, the Minister says: Care should 
be taken that it is not landed in Great Britain 
in a heated condition. The curing rooms 
should be kept continuously at a temperature 
of between 60° and 65°, and the cheese should 
be carried in the steamships in ventilated cold 
storage compartments. 

Qf butter, the Minister says: To prevent 
butter from getting “flat and stale,” a harm- 
less preservative should be used. (It should 
be noted, however, that Parliamentary action 
against the use of “preservatives” is contem- 
plated.) 

Of bacon, the Minister says: Soft or fat 
bacon is objected to and does not bring such a 
good price as firm or lean bacon. 

Of eggs, it is pointed out: To prevent a 
“mussy” condition and to insure their keep- 
ing well, eggs should be delivered in a cold 
condition to the steamship and carried across 
in cool, ventilated chambers. 

Consul Boyle says there is a great opening 
in the British markets for American poultry 
and fruits. The Canadian Government has 
taken hold of this trade and experimental 
shipments have been made with a fair degree 
of success. The trade in both products is 
to be pushed. » The Canadian authorities 
recommend that turkeys and chickens should 
be well fattened just before being killed.

Those interested in the Amer- 
ican trade are not apprehensive that it will 
have a material competitive effect—at least, 
for some years. Still, it is growing. But 
American beef, both chilled and on the hoof, 
holds the palm in the Liverpool mar- 
ket, it now being conceded to be 
equal to the best English. Both 
the United States and Canada have to meet 
in this market an active and growing rivalry 
in live cattle and chilled mutton from the 
Argentine and in frozen mutton from New 
Zealand. The Canadian Cattle Breeders’ As- 
sociation has advised its members to pay more 
attention to shipping chilled beef, rather than 
to sending live cattle to be slaughtered at 
Liverpool and London. 

According to figures taken from the last re- 
port of the Canadian Minister of Agriculture,

Undoubtedly, says Consul Boyle, much of 
the increase in Canada’s exportations to Great 
Britain represents only a gain in transporta- 
tion—that is, a great deal of American pro- 
duce is shipped via Canadian ports (Montreal 
principally to Great Britain. 

An American doing business in Liverpool, 
in shipping hides from American cattle slaugh- 
tered in Liverpool, says he is doing a big 
trade in sending these hides to Canada to be 
tanned, the leather being brought back to 
England. Within six months, he shipped in 
this way 20,000 hides. He says that they 
can be shipped from Liverpool to Montreal 
cheaper than they could be carried by rail 
from Chicago to Montreal. 

The value of the total imports into Great 
Britain from the United States in 1898 was 
$612,662,073, a gain_of 28.8 per cent. in five 
years; the value of Canadian imports in 1898 
was $99,161,544, a gain of 38.7 per cent. in 
five years. As compared with 1897, the 
United States made a gain,in 1898 of 10.3 per 
cent., while Canada’s gain was 5.8 per cent. 
It should be kept in mind that the gain by 
the United States was mostly in manufac- 
tures. " 

The value‘of the total exports from Great 
Britain to the United States in 1898 was 
$138,677,558, a loss of 7.2 per cent. in five 
years; the value of the exports to Canada in 
1898 was $28,372,680, a gain of 5.1 per cent. 
in five years. As compared with 1897, the 
loss of British exports to the United States in 
1898 was 24.7 per cent., while the gain in ex- 
ports to Canada was 11.4 per cent.

ton crop, in its later picking than ordinarily 
in the principal sections, the considerable in-

ularly those in the soap trade, as there was 
no possibility then of a future market for any 
other soap material being as much to their ad- 
vantuge as that for cottonseed oil. This year 
at the present time the cotton oil is the cheap- 
est of all soap materials, but there is more 
doubt than in the previous season that it will 
remain so for the year, tallow and 
other soap greases ure comparatively high 
with last year, and although they are likely 
to remain so for some time there is not the 
certainty of as distinctly a favorable apart 
market for the cotton oil as against the hog 
and beef fats as then, and the future situa- 
tion is more problematical. But the situa 
tion up to date on the new crop oil is this: 
A large quantity of oil has been sold 
the last three weeks by the mills in 
and to some little extent it is thought 
seed contracts had been made, while 
the seed had been contracted for its prices 
insured a fair profit for the oil.

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RULES GOVERNING COTTON- 
SEED PRODUCTS. 


(Concluded from last week.) 


27. On all sales of cottonseed products to or 
through regular brokers the seller shall pay 
the brokerage, unless otherwise specially 
agreed, 

28. When a trade is closed with or through 
a broker, it shall be understood that his fee 
has been earned, whether the goods are finally 
delivered or not, provided the failure to de- 
liver arises from the fault of the seller. 

29. On all trades by telegraph, day mes- 
sages requiring day answer shall be open until 
12 midnight of the day on which sent. Night 
messages shall be open till noon following the 
night on which sent. The time when tele- 
graphs are filed in telegraph office sending 
same to govern, and this rule to apply only 
when no specific time is stated in the original 
offer. 

30. Rules governing trades in cottonseed 
products are only applicable in the absence of 
a specific written contract stating special con- 
ditions, but either party to a trade may de- 
mand a formal written or printed contract as 
soon as the trade is completed. Such con- 
tracts unless specially excepted being subject 
to all the rules of this association. 

31. All trades in cottonseed products shall 
be either immediate, prompt or specified dates 
of delivery. 

(1) Immediate shall be within five working 
days. 

(2) 
days. 

(3) Specified dates according to contract. 

In all cases the bill of lading shall be evi- 
dence of date of shipment. 

BUYERS’ TANKS. 
In case the buyer furnishes tank cars, 
shipments of same by buyers shall be as fol- 
lows: 

(1) Immediate shipment, within two days. 

(2) Prompt shipment, within five days. 

(3) Specified shipment, shall be in such time 
that, under ordinary course of transportation, 
ears shall reach seller in time to allow him 
to make delivery as per contract. 

33. If more than one tank car is to be fur- 
nished for the same delivery under one 
transaction, the first car only shall be shipped 
as above, and the balance shall follow as rap- 
idly as the seller can, with certainty, load the 
same, 

Seller shall in all cases load cars within 
forty-eight hours of arrival at destination. 

Seller shall in all cases inspeet tank cars, 
and clean them, if necessary, at the expense

of the buyer, charging only actual cost for 
same. 
TIME CONTRACTS. 
34. When the time contract is made for 


any one of the products of a mill, with a date 
specified for the expiration, and the quantity 
or quality, or both, are not stipulated, it is un- 
derstood to be for all the possible output of 
the particular products named, that can be 
made from seed worked up to midnight of the 
last day named in the contract; the whole to 
be put in proper condition for shipment as 
speedily as possible after the date of expira- 
tion of contract. 

35. In all time contracts it is understood 
that the mill is to run to its full capacity and 
to use every means known to produce goods of 
the quality stipulated, when so named, and if 
failure to do either or both of these appears 
intentional, then both actual and consequen- 
tial damages may be awarded by the arbitra- 
tion committee. 

In case mill burns, contract is void. 


CLAIMS. 


36. All claims against shipments of cotton- 
seed products must be made within five days 
after their arrival at American”point of des- 


tination, except a product for export, in which 
case twenty days shall be allowed. 

37. No claim from any foreign market will 
be recognized unless the proper samples of the 
goods are taken, and preserved previous to 
their leaving the American shore, unless sabi- 
ples are drawn before removal from foreign 
dock, and samples taken according to Rule 36 
in claims and rules governing samples.

41. Oil.—If in tank cars, at least one gallon 
must be taken well down in the body of oil, 
and from this a quart sample shall be drawn 
and placed in a perfectly clean tin can, which 
shall be securely fastened up, without the use 
of sealing wax, and carefully labeled, so as 
to guarantee its identity and correctness. 

42. If in Barrels—A _ regular four-ounce 
sample bottle shall be filled from at least 5 per 
cent. of the barrels, selected at random, each 
sample to be from a separate barrel, and so 
taken as to represent its entire contents. Each 
sample so taken shall be sealed and labeled, 
as provided above. 

43. Cake.—Sample pieces not less than three 
inches square shall be taken from at least 5 
per cent. of the packages in each earload, or 
in the entire lot, if not shipped in carload lots, 
which pieces shall be wrapped in such man- 
ner as to keep each lot separate and distinct, 
and fairly representing the shipment from 
which taken. These samples shall be sealed 
and labeled so as to thoroughly identify them 
and the shipment which they represent. 

44. Meal.—T wo ounces or more from a sack 
shall constitute a sample of meal and must 
be drawn so as to fairly represent the entire 
contents of the bag. Ten-or twenty samples 
from each carload, or fifty sacks from each 
100 tons, if not shipped in car lots, shall be 
sufficient to represent a shipment. Separate 
samples of meal should be placed in tin-foil 
and well wrapped in heavy paper, sealed or 
labeled, so as to identify them and the ship- 
ment they represent. Samples of meal, if of 
approximately same grade and quality, need 
not be kept separate, but may be commingled,

The foregoing rules have also been adopted 
for inter-State business by the Texas Cot- 
tonseed Crushers’ Association and by the Mer- 
chants’ Exehange, of Memphis, Tenn., and 
are now in effect throughout the South. All 
transactions hereafter made will be governed 
by these rules. This universal adoption of 
rules will remove the confusion which to 
some extent has existed in the transaction 
of business in these lines.

Collection of Customs in Canada. 

United States Consul McCullough, at St. 
Stephen, forwards to the State Department 
a copy of instructions issued to Collectors of 
Customs at the ports of entry in Canada, as 
follows: 

“Importers are reminded that the customs 
regulations require that upon the invoice of 
all goods imported there shall be stated the 
number of packages containing the same, the 
marks of the packages, and the contents of 
each separate package. It is intended to en- 
force this regulation, and when the invoice 
does not conform thereto a sight entry will 
be required. 

“In the case of goods duty paid and short 
received, importers are notified that delivery 
of same upon subsequent arrival can be ob- 
tained without payment of duty anew only 
when the following regulations are observed: 
(a) Notice of the short receipt of goods must 
be given to the collector in writing within ten 
days of the entry. (b) If the goods have been 
omitted from the shipment, a declaration to 
that effect must be produced from the ex- 
porter. (c) If a portion of the consignment 
has been delayed in transit by the carriers, 
a declaration to this effect will be required 
from the latter. (d) No portion of a consign- 
ment of goods duty paid, in respect of which 
a short shipment occurs, is to be disposed of 
by the importer until the appraiser has had 
an opportunity of checking over the goods. 

“The ready and prompt delivery of duty 
paid goods short shipped or detained in tran- 
sit will be greatly expedited, if importers will 
instruct exporters to prepare invoices in ac- 
cordance with customs regulations showing 
the marks, numbers and contents of each 
package on the same. 

“Notice in writing must be given to the 
collector within one month from time of en- 
try, if an importer desires to return goods 
found to be not according to order.”

The sales comprised all 
grades—and values—with possibly one ex- 
ception, fully up to the asking prices. There 
is no doubt but that all the packers scored 
a good victory. It is some time since the 
stocks in Kansas City were so light as at 
present writing, and packers feel so buoy- 
ant and hopeful in regard to even higher 
prices in future, that it is hard to do any 
trading. Branded cows are to be sure the 
most numerous of any grade now coming to 
the market, and while the largest slaughterer 
of these is nominally asking 11c., still the 
usual concerns who have heretofore absorbed 
all offerings are hesitating at the additional 
Yc. If a compromise is made at 11%c., it 
will nowise be surprising. At the same time 
if the killing continues as steadily in the 
near future as it has in the last six weeks, 
there is no doubt but that the packers will 
hesitate before refusing the good offer of 
11%ec. for such hides. Texas at present 
writing are pretty scarce. This is the sea- 
son of the year for them, and in a couple of 
weeks there is no doubt but that the stocks 
will again be in a pretty good shape from 
tanners’ point of view. Native steers are 
scarce. The position of native cows is very 
strong, as during the past week something 
near 30,000 of them changed hands in all the 
leading markets, so that the new trust will 
have something to masticate on when the 
various tanners sit down to the love feast 
that is to be spread on the first of Septem- 
ber. There is no getting over the fact that 
it is a packer market, and likely to continue 
so for several weeks to come. 

SHEEPSKINS are still prime favorites. 
Packers have no trouble in disposing of their 
offerings. The various skins ranging from 
65ce. to 80c. 


BOSTON. 


The same general situation which charac- 
terizes the Western market prevails here.

SUMMARY.

It is probably safe 
to say that everything excepting a light in- 
stalment of old-timers were well cleaned up. 
The depletion of both native and branded 
stocks being especially complete and in some 
eases hides were sold in advance of gilk 
‘Trusts and rumors of trusts exerted a decid- 
edly unhappy influence over the traffic of the 
country market as a majority of the oper- 
ators in upper leather hides have doubtless 
been holding off pending the organization of 
the Hide & Leather Company, which has been 
accomplished. This dearth of trading, however, 
has not resulted in any weakening of values, 
as the dealers had, and were well warranted 
in having, every confidence in the situation 
and unless the unexpected happens their san- 
guine course will reap its reward in the early 
tuture. 

Buffs constitute the only feature of the 
market that could reasonably be termed pro- 
hibitive, and very likely when the situation 
becomes more settled these will be readily 
salable at a price as high at least as the rul- 
ing quotation, which must be confessed is not 
regarded as an inducement to purchase under 
the existing circumstances. The same gen- 
eral remarks apply with equal force to buffs 
in the Boston market as tanners strain hard 
at the 10%c demanded. The Quakers have 
bought with considerable freedom under the 
new schedule and the New York market is 
well cleaned up at the ruling high prices.

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3. The Advantages of Ground Glue. 

It is very important for the gluemaker 
to give his glue such a shape or form as his 
customer wants it, and these wants vary 
with the different localities. 

Specially in the European countries are the 
consumers exacting, and there are a good 
many instances where the sale of the glue 
depends more on the shape and the form of 
the glue sheet than on the quality. That is 
why the additional expense for the making 
and drying of glue in regular sheets and 
cakes is necessary. 

While it is of no direct benefit té the maker 
to have this extra work, it has _ hitherto, 
specially when each glue sheet was branded, 
enabled the consumer to buy and to recognize 
a certain make, and so far there was some 
reason for it. But when the glue is sold 
with certain guaranteed tests the shape or 
the packing of it is of no concern whatever, 
and it will be cheaper for the manufacturer 
to arrange for the proper testing of all his 
glue than to pay for the extra labor on the 
making of sheet or cake glue. 

The most convenient outward form or shape 
will then in future be the prevailing, and that 
is absolutely THE GROUND GLUE, for 
many reasons, of which some may here be 
stated: 

(a) When the glue is delivered ground it is 
immaterial in what shape the glue was dried; 
the extra expense incurred by the making of 
sheet glue or cake glue is consequently saved. 

(b) The broken glue which for the European 
maker fetches lower rates than the sheet glue 
will sell at the same price as the latter, and, 

(c) The whole boiling is, when dried, ground 
aud mixed, of a uniform quality throughout. 

(d) Mixing and blending is made easy, and 
large lots of special qualities can be made up 
at any time.

(e) The smaller bulk of the ground glue, 
when compared to sheet glue, reduces paeking 
expenses and freight. 

(f) As ground glue absorbs more moisture 
than sheet glue, the grinding is a paying 
transaction in itself. 

A series of experiments I made three years 
ago in the laboratory of the New York Uni- 
versity, showed the amount of water present 
in dry glue to vary with the hygrometric con- 
ditions of the air as much as up to 2 per cent. 
The variations depended mainly on the pro- 
portion of bulk to surface in such a way that 
a fine cut or ground glue would retain more 
moisture than a thick cut sheet of the same 
glue. 

(g) Ground glue is more easily dissolved 
than sheet-glue. That saves the consumer all 
the time and trouble of soaking the glue, and 
that is perhaps the weightiest argument in its 
favor. 

4. Glue Grinding Machinery. 

In the United States ground glue has long 
ago found favor with the public, and the use 
of such glue increases rapidly. The grinding 
of glue has therefore been studied very care- 
fully, and been gradually developed to its 
present state of perfection. But this was not 
so easy, for there are many difficulties to be 
overcome if any kind of glue shall be ground 
quickly and well on the same mill. It was 
not at once we could obtain the best me- 
chanical devices for this purpose, 

The day of the famous old Boston glue 
maker, Mr. l pton, who, with great difficulty, 
succeeded in grinding a small lot of glue on 
an ordinary bark mill, are long ago passed 
away, and the machinery of to-day grinds glue 
of all grades, frem the poorest bone glue to 
the toughest gelatine in a minimum of time 
with a uniform grain and without clogging 
the mill.

The liquor, glue or other fluid, in process of 
concentration, is maintained in circulation 
over the evaporating tubes as a heavy or 
deluging shower, by means of the circulating 
pump which draws from the float box, and 
delivers through the connecting pipe up into 
the manifold box on the back of the tube 
plate and thence into the several distributing 
tubes through whose slots it overflows along

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German Trade with Uruguay. 
The German press announces that Uruguay 
and Germany have agreed to go on trading 
on the basis of the commercial and shipping 
treaty of June 20, 1892, under which each 
is guaranteed the same rights as the most 
favored nation. Germany, however, yields 
all claims to participation in the special con- 
cessions to citizens and goods of the United 
States of Brazil, Argentine and Paraguay. 
In 1897, Germany took from Uruguay im- 
ports worth $2,570,000. Of these, $1,569,134 
were for extracts of meat, on which there are 
no tariff concessions. Skins and sheep's wool 
imports amounted to $688,296. Germany’s 
exports to Uruguay were valued at $1,321,- 
852. They did not suffer from differential 
duties, Uruguay having no tariff treaties with 
other countries. Up to date Uruguay has 
done nothing to speak of in the way of man- 
ufactures. Only agriculture has been devel- 
oped. Textiles are among the most impor- 
tant classes of imports. The people that 
can sent wares cheap, good and suitable to 
Uruguay’s needs will win her markets.—Re- 
port of Consul Monaghan, of Chemnitz.

are very crude. We have been making tal- 
low almost entirely from the fat-part of the 
beef. We think there is an opening for busi- 
ness in the making of oleo and oils, and so I 
came over here to learn what I could of the 
methods. All the oleo now consumed in Eng- 
land is imported to that country from the 
United States and from Holland. There is 
no reason why we cannot make it ourselves. 
Our firm kills cattle shipped to London from 
this country and from South America. We 
do not pack beef, but sell it fresh, and then 
sell the hides by auction. And we propose to 
make oleo in connection with our other busi- 
ness.”’ 

Mr. Reid was asked whether oleomargarine 
was used to any extent in England as a sub- 
stitute for butter. He said that little of it 
was used and that the consumpion of oleo- 
margarine would probably increase with its 
production in England. The laws against col- 
oring it, he said, were very lenient. “But 
those laws do not affect me,” said Mr. Reid, 
“because I am going to make oleo and let the 
other fellows make oleomargarine.”

rancher offer the West Side boys? ‘The old 


sturdy practical butchers of the bigger and 
older association know that there are cattle 
and cattle, and they have enough burdens to 
carry now without becoming a pack train for 
humping the tough, lean, inferior grassers for 
4 cents, or even cheaper, which can’t fetch 
that price in open markets like Kansas City, 
Chicago, St. Joe and South Omaha. So the 
old stagers declined the roseate scheme of the 
more inexperienced new association members 
of the West Side. 

Our advice to the well-meaning butchers of 
the Greater New York Retail Butchers’ As- 
sociation is to get those philanthropic Texans 
to send them up a sample 4-cent steer which 
they will furnish at $28 per head, so that the 
New York butchers can see and photograph 
him. His back may do to split steaks on. 
Anyhow they could drive him around and float 
the scheme on him. The outside public may 
take shares in a scheme floated through such 
a steer. Our private opinion, however, is that 
some customer would make a fine bid for the 
frame for a new-fashioned hat-rack. 

The National Retail Butchers’ Convention 
at New Haven, Conn., last year tabled the co- 
operative abattoir idea brought out in Pres- 
ident James Franklin’s address. The New 
York State Convention of 1898, at Rochester, 
N. Y., did the same thing. The Connecticut 
State Conventions of 1898 and 1899 turned 
their faces from it. The New York State 
Convention at Utica, last June, laid it on the 
table. It was also laid on the table last 
month by the Eastern League of the National 
Association of Retail Butchers of the United 
States, which met at Terrace Garden, New 
York city. We can not help but think that 
this was wise, until the retailers of the coun- 
try are ready to say to the packers: “We con- 
sider the wholesale and the retail field open 
to us both. We are in the fight with you 
for trade.’”” This should not be said until the 
necessary capital has been stored away for 
the battle in all lines. The public will not 
subscribe a fund for belligerent purposes. Un- 
til then, friends, stand apart.

PHILADELPHIA.

The “bunco’”’ man carries a 
quantity of soap and represents himself as be- 
ing an agent of the A. J. Conroy Company, of 
Cincinnati, and for whom he is introducing 
the soap and giving away premiums worth 
five and ten times much as the soap 
worth as a special inducement. The premi- 
ums are rocking chairs and sets of furniture. 
The firm states that it has been approached 
by no less than fifty persons who come to the 
city and present bogus orders for between $5 
and $100 worth of goods. The police through- 
out the two States have been notified and an 
attempt will be made to bring the swindlers 
to justice,

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RETAILERS’ BEEF COMPANY. 
By Wm. H. Freeman. 

The steady advance in the price of West- 
ern beef, the beef trust and the variety of 
action on the part of several local retail as- 
sociations in the State, constitutes a serious 
problem. It is a time for the exercise of 
rare prudence, lest an irreparable breach be 
effected between the wholesalers and retailers 
of beef. There is no room for antagonism. 
Without doubt the advance in the price of beef 
is due to its searcity, and, therefore, a logical 
advance. And in all probabilities the beef 
trust is based upon the principle of economy, 
therefore wise. These things, if true, 
deserve no hostility. They are to be met by 
au similarity of fact and action. This insures 
harmony, public weal and universal pros- 
perity. 

Anticipating the price that beef has reached 
and may yet reach the writer looked about for 
a principle that would, if adopted and exer- 
cised, strengthen the retail business for the 
present emergency and secure its permanency 
for all time to come. Only two things were 
found practicable; a recognition of the eternal 
variability of prices and economical manage- 
ment. These two things lie at the heart of 
the beef situation to-day. The one accounts 
for the advance in the price of beef, the other 
accounts for the trust. 

The retail butchers of the city, represented 
by the writer, after long and prudent deliber- 
ation, have concluded upon a course of action 
in business that embodies the exercise of the 
two principles above mentioned. A combina- 
tion is to be entered into. A stock company 
is to be formed. The stock to consist of the 
combined effects of every market to be run 
in the city. The company to consist of butch- 
ers who are the proptietors of shops now exist- 
ing, who shall be directors of the company 
and managers of their respective places where 
practicable. Public accommodation to de- 
termine the location of shops. The city to be 
divided into sections and to be cared for by 
section men in the soliciting and delivery of 
orders, Local requirements to be carefully 
catered to. The buying of State products to 
be in the hands of a competent man, whose 
duty shall be that exclusively. Meat carts to 
be distributed orderly through the country and 
suburbs of the city. Fat and calfskins to be 
cared for by the company. Bills paid and re- 
ceived at a general office by a treasurer who 
shall be under bonds. All beoks apart from 
local blotters to be kept at the genera! office. 
Directors’ meetings weekly at the general of- 
A general manager whose duty shall be 
to visit daily the local shops and suggest metb- 
ods of business and care for the business in 
general. 

The compensation for each member of the 
company for his services, except the general 
officers who may be members, to be deter- 
mined in this manner: A careful investigation 
of the books of each existing market is to be 
made covering a period of several previous 
years for the purpose of determining the av- 
erage yearly net profits of each market. The 
net profit of each market to be the yearly sal- 
ary of the manager of his respective place in 
the combination. It may be little, It may 
be much. It would be the same under the 
old order of business. And up to this point, 
the old and the new order of business coin- 
cide. A meat shop of a few months’ or a 
year’s duration offers a slight difficulty in the 
determination of the manager’s salary; but 
no difficulty that would impede the progress 
of the movement. 

The economy of management means logical- 
ly an accumulation of a dividend or a sum of 
money belonging to the company, apart from 
the stated salary of each man. How shall 
each man get what belongs to him of this div- 
idend, no more nor no less? Now arises the 
utility of the combination. The dividend

fice, 


represents the economical business capacity 


of each man as a manager. The success of 
the movement rises or falls in their hands. 
Here lies the test and the integrity of altru- 
istic enterprise. 

The dividend is first of all to form a 10 per 
cent. basis for the use of the actual moneys

apparatus of each member of the company, 
included in the general stock of the com- 
pany. Each man’s stock, therefore, retains an 
individuality and secures the faithfulness of 
the individual owner, for short periods, to the 
general company. Such a division serves 
justly him who has much invested and him 
who has little. Neither can complain. Both 
get their desserts. Of course, he who has 
nothing invested gets nothing in this division. 
Thus far the combination means to him his 
ordinary yearly income and in addition to this, 
which is much, a strength to his business and 
an assistance to him of the capacity of the 
best experience in the business as he finds 
it exercised in the frequent official meetings 
of the directors, of which he is one. It is 
seldom, however, that a butcher is found who 
has not got from $100 to $300 or $500 in- 
vested in his business. 

The balance of the dividend, if any, is to 
be shared equally by all members of the com- 
pany. Such a division is as just as the other. 
Hitherto every member is rewarded for his 
services and for the service of his capital. 
This last division rewards all alike for their 
faithfulness. It stands as an impartial en- 
couragement for further faithfulness and a 
larger effort. And herein lies the real im- 
petus to the movement. Here is to be found 
for many the largest reward for a year’s ser- 
vice. And here towers up the unmolested ac- 
cumulation that is so impartial to the few in 
the world. 

Thus, in brief, are the main features of a 
new and unique movement. The enterprise is 
practical. It will redeem the retail butchers. 
It will not disturb the public. It can in no 
wise antagonize the wholesalers of beef. It 
will benefit them by guaranteeing the prompt 
payment of bills and by being in readiness to 
allow necessary advances in prices without 
complaining and without stagnating business. 

Is this not a solution of the problem con- 
fronting us? Could not every town in the 
State thus lay wise hands upon the business 
and wipe out destructive competition and lay 
a firm basis for an honest living, and secure 
harmony in the complexity of the enterprise? 
Such movements are the pulsations of the 
times. Altruistic enterprise is the heritage 
of the future.
